The initiative helps pediatric asthma patients
better manage their condition by offering
educational workshops in Chinatown public
schools and for hospital inpatients. Staff also
conduct home visits with asthmatic patients,
coaching them on environmental triggers and
ensuring compliance with medications.

Tufts Cancer Center's patient navigation
program aims to reduce barriers to early
diagnosis and treatment of cancers prevalent
in the Boston Chinatown and Asian
communities. Program activities and
strategies are designed to remove linguistic
and cultural barriers.

Provides culturally-competent services to
Chinese-speaking adults. Program assists
Department of Mental Health-eligible
consumers in their recovery efforts and helps
connect consumers with housing,
employment, and other social services.

The program strengthens relationships with
community health centers to ensure the
accessibility of obstetrical and gynecological
services for patients to promote health,
especially for pregnant or post-partum
patients.

The program provides a wide range of social
services, including food assistance, fuel
assistance, housing assistance, Social Security
and welfare programs, employment services,
immigration and citizenship programs, and
information and referral services for
immigrants and the Chinatown community at-
large.
